| Chaiſtian tare ok his louing Subiects,by His RoyallPzoclamation, bearing 
date the fourth day of Auguſt laſt, co pꝛeuent the further ſpꝛeading of the 
| great Infection otthe Plague, as much as by all good meanes Hee might, 
did, by tie aduiceof His Maieſties Pꝛiuie Countell, foꝛbid the holding and

| | Ay I ncere app2oching, the one vſually kept in Smithficld, neerethe Citie of Lon. 
e don called Bartholomew Faire, and the other neere Cambridge, called Sturbridge 
— faire; and didthereby alſo further charge and enioyne, all Citizens and In⸗ 
habitants of the ſaid Citie of London, that none of them ſhould repaire to any Faire , held with- 
in any part okthis Kingdome, vntill it ſhould pleaſe God to ceaſe the Infection then reigning a- 
imongſt them: Now, leemg 1t hath pleaſed Alunghty God. of his great mercy and goodneſſe, 
to ſtay his hand from further puniſhing that Citie and the places adiacent, and that, that Lon- 
tagion and dangerous Sickneſſe ts noweeaſed there, H1s Maieſtie, taking into his Pzincely con- 
ſideration, that in the mutuall Tommerte of hs Subiects ſtandeth their very ſubſiſtence, atleaſt, 
their Well-being, by the like aduice of its Mateſties zb uuie Countell, doth hereby publiſh and de⸗ 
clare his Mul aud Plealure to be, That ſeeing God, of his mercy, hath gratiouſly remooued the 
Caule of the foꝛmer reſtraint, that now the Citizens, and Inhabitants of the Cities of London 
and Weltminlter, and places adiopning, may freely repaireto any Faire, hercakter to be held inthis 
Kingdome, and that any other of His Highueſſe louing Subiects, may freely buy of them, any 
Wares o2 LYerchandize, comming from tholc Cities oꝛ places, the laid Pꝛoclamation, bearing 
date the laid fourth day of Augult, and one other P2oclamation, bearing date the clenenth day of 
October now laſt paſt,oz any other Pꝛotlamation oꝛ Reſtraint whatlocuer to the contrary. And 
His Maieſtie, doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command, that no Mato2s , 25athfes, Juſtices of 
Peace, oꝛ any other of His Maieſties Officers , Miniſters, o2 louing Subiects whatſocuer , doc 
pꝛelume, vnder colour of the ſaid foꝛmer Pzoclamations, oz of any other Reſtraint whatſocuer, 
to interrupt oꝛ Hinder the Citizens oꝛ Inhabitants of the ſaid Cities of London oꝛ Weltminſter , 02 
places neere adioyning, to repaire to any Faires, and to vtter, ſell, barter, oꝛ diſpoſe of their wares 
oꝛ Merchandtze there, at their free will and plealure.
